sprlne. 

Eight persons died In Idaho In 
the outbreak, described as one -' 
the worst In the state's history, 
n matter of fact,. the year already 
has gone Into the records as the 
fourth worst for polio incidence. 

Stale Health Director L. J. Pet- 
erson, who attended Uie luncheon 
gathering- and met with -Dr. -Bach- 
told later, said the state would con- 
tinue Its suspension of mass pollc 
immunizations until further notice 
despite Bachtold's clean bill of 
health for the new testing methods.
